Sen. irfagnuson (D-Wash.) his proposed 


an amendment to the Transportation Act 
of 1958 which would require the Interstate

tests. The railroads are opposed to this 
measure as they are opposed to any legisla- 
tion which would make it more difficult 
for them to get rid of unprofitable passen- 
ger service. 


There always has been a considerable 


body of public opinion in America which 
believes that the railroads could well afford 
to operate passenger trains for the accom- 
modation of the cities and villages they 
serve so long as they had the prosperous 
freight business to sustain them. That prob- 
ably was true in the past but the record in 
recent years scarcely sustains it. Ben W. 
Heineman, chairman of the board of the 
North Western Railway company, in testi- 
fying against the Magnuson proposal re- 
cently declared that his railroad had suf- 
fered" loss of §287,000,000 in the 13 years 
from 1947 through 1959, while in the 
meantime the cumulative net income of the 
road was only $21,800,000. He declared that 
any legislation which would make the dis- 
continuance of losing passenger 
trains 


more difficult would be contrary to the pub- 
lic interest. 


He said that on the 9,280 miles of North 


Western track there is passenger service on 
only 2,589 miles or 28 per cent of the total. 
Further, out of 1,405 communities served, 
only 222 or 16 per cent receive passenger 
service. Thus he says the public which sup- 
ports the entire system and the people who 
contribute the most to the railroad's in- 
come are being penalized to supply passcn- 


And Now the Soft Sell 


Russia's latest disarmament proposals 


are aimed at showing the Soviet Union to 
be the real dove of peace in the world and 
attempting to drive a wedge among the 
western powers who have shown much 
unity since the Paris fiasco. But even 
Khrushchev could hardly believe there was 
any chance of the proposals being accepted. 


This time Khrushchev added a ban on

The proposals were included in a 
note to heads of states, including President 
Eisenhower, and the State Department 
was quick to put the suggestions before the 
ten nation disarmament conference still 
meeting in Geneva.

outlawing the means of delivery, Russia ob- 
viously hoped to split the free nations al- 
though the tactic was not very subtle. The 
elimination of the air base idea sought to 
place the blame for keeping the world in 
an uproar upon the United States and make 
it appear that by sending us back to the 
Western hemisphere all would be serene. 
The veto power simply was making sure 
that any controls would be ineffective and

armament has been increasingly clear.

Two of our allies — Korea 


and Turkey — having just 
gone 
through 
revolutions 


that shook and are still shak- 
ing their whole body politic, 
are now trying to attain a 
new stability. To that end 
both are at work devising 
new constitutions to safe- 
guard the basic principles of 
their still young democra- 
cies. But, because the two 
countries suf f e r e d from 
what were in essence two 
oppositive evils, they are go- 
ing in essentially opposite 
directions. 


Korea rebeled against an 


excessive one-man govern- 
ment under President Rhee. 
Because of this experience, 
the new powers in Korea 
propose to strip the presi- 
dent of his vast powers, 
making him in effect a fig- 
urehead, and to entrust most 
executive power to a pre- 
mier and a cabinet wholly 
dependent on what promises 
to be a parliament of many 
parties. Korea thus appears 
to be moving not so much 
toward the British parlia- 
mentary system as toward 
the ill-fated system of the 
Fourth French Republic that 
led to political instability. It 
would be unfortunate if Ko- 
rea were to fall into the 
same error. 


Turkey, on the other hand, 


while outwardly 
suffering 


from the oppressive rule of 
Premier 
Menderes, really 


suffered from a parliamen- 
tary tyranny which made 
that rule possible. Because 
of this, the new regime in 
Turkey proposes to curb par- 
liamentary power by moving 
toward the American sys- 
tem, not exactly of presi- 
dential government but at 
least of separation of powers 
and checks and balances. 
The president is to have 
more power, including the 
power to dissolve parliament 
and call for new elections, 
and an independent supreme 
court and. an independent ju- 
diciary are to watch over 
the preservation of constitu- 
tional liberties. 


Where the new Turkish re- 


gime would seem to be go- 
ing amiss is in flirting with 
proportional representation, 
which is bound to produce 
many splinter parties. In 
view of this common prob- 
lem both Turkey and Korea 
might well study the West 
German constitution, which 
meets this danger of a mul- 
tiparty system by providing 
that parliament can over- 
throw a chancellor or pre- 
mier only by electing his 
successor in advance. This 
provision has not only as- 
sured stable government un- 
der Chancellor Adenauer but 
has also set West Germany 
on a course toward a virtual 
two-party system that prom- 
ises stability.
